You entered, for the purpose of showing or exhibiting, the horse “Ms. Jose Walks,” at the 2012 Gulf Coast Charity 
Celebration which tested positive for Benzocaine, Lidocaine, o-aminoazotoluene, and Multiple Glycols.
